Ambassador Bernstorffs Special Agent 
Has Long Conference With Ger- 
man Foreign Office 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


Meyer-Gerhard, envoy of Ambas- 
eador Bemstorif, has arrived in Ber- 
lin and today had a long conference 
^vith the German foreign oftice. 


It was announced semi-officially in 
Berlin today that the Austro-Gennan 
forces along a 683 mile front in 
Poland, Galicia and Bukowina had be- 
gun a general strike in a battle e:;- 
pected to be decisive. 


On the Franco-Belgium front where 
the British and French have under- 
taken new movements said to have 
resulted in the capture of German 
positions at several points, no furthei 
changes are reported with the excep- 
tion of French gains in the Vosges.

from 
Paris says heights dominating por- 
tions of the valley of the Fecht, are 
now under French control.

Announcement of the sinking of 
a German submarine with the cap- 
ture of 27 men was made last week 
in the British house of commons. 


Berlin, June 17-—(Via London. 5:10 
p. m.)—Dr. Anton Meyer-Gerhard, who 
left New York on May 14 to present to 
the German government 
a 
statement 
from Count von Bemstorff, German am- 
bassador to the United States, reached 
Berlin last night. 


This morning he 
had 
a protracted 
conference with Foreign Minister Von 
Jagow and Minister Solf, of the colonial 
ofSce. 


Dr. Meyer-Gerhard 
is 
presumed to 
have presented some additional informa- 
tion as to the American viewpoint of 
the situation growing out of the tor- 
pedoing of the Lusitania. 
It is under- 
stood the German government has been 
delaying its reply to President Wilson's 
latest note until it had heard the state- 
ment from Dr. Meyer-Gerhard. 


Russians Still Retreating. 


The Russians have abandoned their 
positions to the north of Sieniawa, on 
the San river in Galicia, and have re- 
treated toward Tamograd, in Russian 
Polan, according to the official state- 
ment given out today by the German 
headquarters staff.

cian capital. 
General Von Mackenzen 
army, driving due eastward across the 
Sau to the north of Przemysl, is al- 
ready half way from the river to Lem- 
berg. 


On the Dniester the Teutonic forces 
have suffered 
several 
severe repulses, 
but their check thus far has not been 
of sufficient moment to offset Russian 
losses. If General Von Mackenzen keeps 
to his schedule, it is probable the Rus- 
sians will be 
compelled 
to withdraw 
from the Dniester. 
They also may be 
forced to retreat on the wide front in 
Central Poland. 


In the,west the allies have resumed 
the offensive north of Arras. The French 
claim progress there, as well as south 
and southeast of Souchez, east of Lor- 
ette and in the "labyrinth." 


MAKE^II DENMl 


Says Dr. Anton Meyer- 
Gerhard is Not Dr. Al< 
fred Meyer. 


Washington, June 17.—At the state 
department today a telegram was re- 
ceived from the Germany embassy at 
Cedarhurst, N. Y., signed by the charge 
d'affaires, making a general denial of th-' 
published charges that Dr. Anton Meyer- 
Gerhard, for whom the state department 
obtained a safe conduct back to Ger- 
many from the allies, was in reality Dr. 
Alfred Meyer, a high German official, 
secretly in the United States 
buying 
war supplies. 


Nothing from Count von Bernstorlf, 
himself, has yet been heard. 
Presiden* 
Wilson, it was said at the white house 
today had no official knowledge of the 
reports concerning 
Dr. Meyer-Gerhard. 
It was also said that the white house 
had no information on other reports that 
the letters sent to the allied embassies 
here and to the war department regara- 
ing inventions of war implements and 
numitions had been tampered with. 


None of the allied embassies which 
has experienced 
interferences Avith 
its 
mails, has made any complaint to tho 
postoffice department, and none so far 
as could be learned today, has any plans 
for doing so. 
In allied qiiarters it was 
said the Russian embassy has suffered 
most interference and in six specific in- 
stances lias found evidence that its mail 
had been opened on a United States rail- 
way mail car. 
ilail to practically all 
the embassies from abroad has borne 
evidence of inspection but there is no 
way of determining if it happened in 
the United States or in Europe.

While making preparations to go to 
Warsaw, where she waa to consult a

Charles Foster, 60 yeans old, fell to the 
kitchen floor at her 
home in 
Areola, 
Thursday morning, at 11 o'clock uncon- 
scious and died before she could be car- 
ried to a bed in an adjoining room. 


Mrs. Foster had been in failing health 
for several months, but at no time was 
her condition regarded as serious. Short- 
ly after arising Thursday morning she 
told members of her family that she 
was feeling much better than usual and 
for that reason it was decided to make 
the trip to Warsaw.

Four frame buildings on Main street 
in

Miss Hilda Geyer. night operator in the 
telephone exchange and soon the entire 
town was aroused to fight the flames. 


The Buildings Burned. 


The buildings consumed were the fol- 
lowing: 
Lunch room belonging to Con- 
rad Brouwer: moving 
picture 
theater 
operated by Frank White; office of Dr. 
Stieman and an empty building belong- 
ing to Henry Krick. 
The 
restaurani 
building and' the building occupied by 
the 
moving picture theater 
were the 
properties of Mrs. Albert Vcarol. 


At 10 o'clock Wednesday night thera 
was a fire in the stove in the Brouwer 
lunch room and it is believed that in 
some manner a spark flew out igniting 
the floor or the paper on the wall. 
The 
flames had a good start when discovered 
by Butler and for a time the entire 
business section of the town was threat-, 
ened. 


The blaze spread rapidly to the mov- 
ing picture theater and the other build- 
ings. 
The local fire lighters soon dis» 
covered that they were helpless with 
their meager apparatus for fire fighting. 
Miss Geyer, the night operator, called 
Miss Gail Girardot, night operator at 
New Haven, who in turn notified tho 
Fort Wayne department. 


Fort Wayne Sends Aid. 


The message reached the Fort Wayne 
department at 3 o'clock and the auto- 
mobile chemical from No. 3 engine housa 
responded with Assistant Chief Jasper, 
Lieutenant 
Brandt 
and 
four 
firemen. 
But for the timely arrival of the Fort 
Wayne firemen a much more disastrous , 
blaze would have resulted. 


Residents of the town succeeded in 
carrying out practically all the contents 
of the theater, and from the office of 
Dr. Stieman. 
A part of the furniture 
in the liineJi room also was saved. Thero 
was 
nothing 
of 
value in 
the 
Krick 
building. 


Carry Out Movie Seats. 


As soon as the fire was discovered the 
volunteers began to carrr the seats from 
the moving picture show house, and the 
machine and every other bit of equip- 
ment was savo<l. 
With the furniture 
taken from one or 
two of the 
other 
buildings it was taken to the church and 
to a vacant store room out of the dan- 
ger zone, and was stored for the night, 
and before noon the management of the 
picture house had closed a lease on an- 
other room. 


Old Machine Burned.

Staff Captain Countermand- 
ed Orders Given by 
Lusitania's Chief.

Cunard line steamer Lusitania, May 7, 
by a German submarine off the coast 
of Ireland, with a loss of over 1,100 
lives, was resumed in London today un- 
der the direction of Baron Mersey.

"If any nation is without excuse for

Bryan. 
"We are protected on either 
,; aid« by thousands of miles of ocean and 
. thi# protection is worth more to us than 
; any number of battleships, 
i 
"We have an additional protection in 
th«p fact, known . to everyone, that we 
bftve the men with whom to form an 
army of defense if 
we are 
ever 
at- 
tacked, and it is known also that we 
vould have the money, too—more money 
than we would have had if all the sur- 
E 
lus earnings of the people had been 
ivested in armament. We not only do 
aot need additional preparation, but we 
are fortunate in not having it, since it 
eeeni9 impossible for a nation to have

London, June 17.—(12:33 p. m.)— 
Turkish troops in the Dardanelles have 
been repulsed in their attempt to re- 
capture the trenches lost by them to 
the British on Juno 12, according to an 
oflicial statement on the situation in 
the Dardanelles made public here today. 
The text of the announcement follows: 
"On June 15 a party of the enemy, 
led by a German officer, made a gallant 
attack on the trenches occupied by one 
of the British brigades. 
A few of the 
encniy v.ere killed on the parapet, but 
a majority of them fell before reaching 
our tifiiches. 
Fifty dead were counted, 
inchirJing the German leader and 
his 
Turkish subordinate. 


"These trendies were captijred by us 
on the night of June 12. After a strong 
attack 
the 
Turkish 
positions 
were 
enfiladed by om* machine guns 
from 
right to leh. 
The Dublin fusiliers at- 
tacked with the bayonet. 
When 
the 
trenches were occupied they were found 
tp contain 200 dead Turks. Twelve pris- 
oners also were taken. 
Our casualties 
were very slight." 


Russians Admit Lossea 
The canipaign agajnet the Russiema, 
on which the Germans are now concen- 
trating their ofi'ensive efforts, is devel- 
oping another phase in a violent attack 
on Russian Poland. 
At the same time 
the Germans are pushing back the Rus- 
sians in the Baltic provinces and, with 
the help of the Aui»trians, in Galicia. 
•An ofTicji») cppimunication froni Petro- 
grad contains the admisaion that the 


Germans have occupied additional vil- 
lages near Shavli in the Baltic region, 
but states tliat the Russians regained 
lost ground near Pr/iasnysz. It is in the 
vicinity of Przasnysz, which lies to the 
north of Warsaw, that the Germans ap- 
parently 
are 
making- 
their most de- 
termined efforts on the Polish front, al- 
though the fortress of Ossowetz is being 
again attacked. 


The Galician campaign has reached a 
critical stage in view of the continued 
successcs of the Austrians and Germans. 
The Petrograd communication says little 
of the battle along the San, but states 
the Russians have AVOU some advantages 
in the fighting further south, in the 
Dniester region. 


Oflicial advices from the Italian army 
headQuai'ters represent the Italians »8 
gaining advantages all along the front, 
particularly in the Adige valley, Avhicn 
leads to Trent. 
The Turkish forces on 
Gallipoli peninsula have taken the of- 
fensive. 
An 
ofTicial 
statement from 
Constantinople says heavy losses were 
inflicted or. the French and British, but 
announcement from London is to the 
effect that the Turks were repulsed in 
an attempt to recapture lost trendies. 


According to a Constantinople report, 
a Turkish aviator has seen a Britisn 
warship of the type of the Agamemnon 
aground near the entrance of the Dar- 
danelles, her deck almost 
submerged. 
Official denial was made an London yes- 
terday of reports that the Agamemnon 
had been sunk.

Secretary Lansing has received word 
from soiuces which he regarded as re- 
liable that tho man who sailed for Ger- 
many with a safe conduct cariying mes- 
sages to the foreign office at Berlin from 
Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador, was Dr. Anton Meyer-Gerhard. 


Doubt had been cast on the identity 
of the German ambassador's envoy by 
published reports that the safe conduct 
in Dr. Gerhard's name was in reality 
obtained for Dr. Alfred Meyer, chief of 
the supply department of the German 
army, who was said to have been buy- 
ing supplies in the United States.

It is part 
of the imperial palace of the czar of 
Russia in Petrograd, 
This unique play- 
house seats one hundred persons, but 
has a stage as large and as well equip- 
ped as that of the Metropolitan opera 
house' in Ncav York, 
Performances are 
given in the Hermitage only every two 
or three years; the last performance 
Avas live years ago when Pavlowa, was 
the star. 
There were just twenty per- 
sons in the audience and each wore a 
crown, for each was ^the ruler of some 
principality. 


The Hermitage Is so arranged that 
after a performance an informal supper 
is served. 
Tlie walls are covered with 
Flemish ma-sterpicc^s worth millions of 


dollars. 


Another unique 
Russian 
playhouse 
where Pavlowa has appeared is the fa- 
mous Greek theater at Peterhoff, twen- 
ty miles from Petrograd, 
The Audi- 
torium portion is built on a small island 
and the stage is built on another island. 
The orchestra is hidden from view by 
a mass of trees and foliage and is lo- 
cated on a pontoon. 
ThLs theater cost 
more than a million dollars, for the 
lake and waterways surrounding the au- 
ditorium and stage 
were 
artificially 
made. 
It has been nearly ten years 
since the last performance was given at 
Peterhoff. 
It cost more than $100,000 
to prepare the theater for a perform- 
ance, 


Pavlowa was the first professional to 
appear on the stage of the National 
grand opera house at Havana, Cuba. 
This theater cost $4,000,000 to build and 
is jointly owned by some 30,000 stock- 
holders.

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Chances for the Barge Canal 


While awaiting the report of the board of army engineers on the 
Result of their inquiry into the possibilities of the proposed Toledo, 
iFort Wayne and Chicago barge canal, Washington writers say it is 
|)retty well understood that the condition of the treasury department 
H^U not permit the expenditure of the money necessary to build the 
,waterway in the immediate futTire. Because of this fact that project 
,will not be pushed during the first session of the new congress. It is 
expected, however, that within a few years conditions will be such 
that work on the canal may be begun in earnest. 


To have gained an admission from fonner doubters that the 
canal is not only a possibility but a probability is an achievement on 
which the Fort Wayne men who have been leading the battle for the 
canal undauntedly for some j'-ears deserve to be congratulated. 
The 
army board's report is not j^et completed, and it maj^ be some months 
before it reaches headquarters, but the trend of things is distinctly 
favorable. Doubtless much of this may be attributed to the an- 
nouncement some time ago by the engineers that in the matter of 
physical construction the big barge waterway was practically possi- 
ble. The new light that has broken on those formerly indifferent 
or hostile to the project is going to be of much assistance in determ- 
ining the official conclusion which Avill either make the canal a reality 
or consign the entire project to the discard. 
Taken all in all, the 
outlook for the construction of the canal was never more roseate 
than at present. 
Financial condition of the treasury' may delay it 
for a time, but the dreams of those who first saw the vision of the 
waterway will ultimately become splendid realities. 


With a display of good judgment all too uncommon in such 
struggles, street railway officials and striking traction employes at 
Chicago came to agreement after less than forty-eight hours of the 
street car strike. This agreement was to accept arbitration of their 
differences and in the meantime to get cars in operation once more. 
The probabilities are strong that public opinion will insist upon a 
fair deal for both employes and company, and whatever the award, 
employe, street railway owner and the public will all bo gainers— 
the men in avoiding loss of time, the company in avoiding loss of 
business and the public in the resumption of normal transportation 
facilities. 


Jackson Boyd, of Greencastle, newly-chosen Indiana 
state 
chairman of the progressive party, has issued a clarion call to the 
bull moose membership in this state, urging them to stand firmly by 
party principles and intimating pretty strongly that it will be im- 
possible to do this by flopping back into the republican party. It is 
evident that Mr. Boyd now has a well-defined knowledge, gained by 
experience, of the frame of mind of the young man who gained an 
eternal place in literature by dramatically remaining on the burning 
deck "whence all but he had fled." 


Judge Redman, convicted Terre Haute jurist, has been im- 
peached, it is true, but he may be able to extract some grain of com- 
fort from the fact that the supreme court declined to disfranchise 
him and render him inelgible for public office in the future. Just 
as soon as he gets out of Leavenworth prison, therefore, Judge Red- 
man can feel perfectly free to seek "vindication" at the hands of 
MB loving constituents by running for office again. All he will need 
is the votes, but they must be of a different sort from those on which 
he floated into a brief official tenure last November. 


One concern at Anderson and another at Buffalo, are among 
the American manufacturing institutions which have recently de- 
clined big orders for the manufacture of shrapnel and other mu- 
nitions of war for the European belligerents. 
America is eager for 
business and the sale of this stuff may be quite within oiir rights in 
international procedure, but the stand of those who refuse to do it is 
deserving of the commendation of the American people.

foreign offices at both Berlin and the 
seat of our own government. 
Even now 
it is not unreasonaKle to suppose, the 
German response is the theme of con- 
versations, both in Berlin and in Wash- 
ington. looking to its perfection in a 
form consistent with the demands of 
public sentiment in t h e t w o conntvÍP,s. 


Yesterday's dispatches go even 
fur- 
tlicr than this; for they "definitely sug- 
gest that a part of the second note to 
Germany was inserted for no less mo- 
mentous reason than 
the 
knowledge 
that it would be agreeable to the Rri< - 
ish government and would likely lead 
to some adjustment of the conflict be- 
tween British 
starvation 
of 
Germany 
and the German submarine 
program.

Carl Offer Reaches San 
Francisco After Eluding 
Japanese. 


F\an Francisco, June 17.—After escap- 
ing from the besieged city of Tsing Tan 
in disgiii-se and later eluding the vigi- 
lance of the Japanese secret service in 
•A sensational flight through the Orient, 
Carl Offer, member of a jewelry export- 
ing firm of Pforzheim, Germany, and a 


reserve aviator in the German army, is 
in San Francisco today. 


Bringing $100.000 worth 
of precious 
stones and settings which the Japanese 
sought in vain for six months, he arriv- 
ed on the steamer Mongolia. The jewels 


are held today by United States cus- 
toms officials. 


Offer was one of 
a dozen 
Germans 
to reach this city on the Mongolia, most 
of whom recounted exciting adventures 
in the far cast. 
Several of the number 
were exiles from Japan. 


Offer departe<i from Pforzheim on a 
business trip through the Orient early 
last year and took with him the prec- 
ious gauds as samples to show dealers 
with whom he expected to do business. 
In May he reached Singapore and took 
an order for $50,000 worth of jewelry' 
to be shipped there from Germany. This 
consignment, which left Germany just 
before the outbreak of the war, and 
should have reached Singapore 
early 
la-st fall, is now missing, according to 
the jeweler. 


Offer 
continted 
his 
trip, 
passing 
through India, Java, Siam and China. 
He was in the latter country when war 
was declared, and, like many 
of 
his 
countrymen who were 
in the Orient, 
fled to' Tsing Tau. 
Here he offered to 
enter service as an aviator, but no ma- 
chine was 
available. 
He saw 
active 
serA'ice during the siege of the citj- and 
later did Red CVOES work among the 
wounded. 
Just before the surrender he 
resumed civilian clothes and finally suc- 
cceiled in getting through the lines sur- 
rounding the town. 


Before leaving China he had left the 
jewelry with a diamond merchant in 


the German quarter of 
Tientsin. 
Hoi 
sought to return there. 
A few day»' 
after his escape Offer got word that his i 
flight had been discovered and that ha 
was followed. 
He continued his jour-

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Luncheon at G«nnan Fron 
in France Provides Plenty 
of Thrills. 


Northern 
France, 
May 
17.—Córre 
«pondence of the Associated Press.—To 
the seeker after sensations is commend 
ed a luncheon at the German front, in 
an "Unterstand" or protected under 
ground cave house occupied by some of- 
ficer in the immediate neighborhood of 
a battery of heavy artillery. 


Let him preferably còme directly to 
the cave from the front trenches at i 
tim^ when the firing has been heavy 
and where he has been able to see rows 
tipon rows of dead between the German 
and French lines; and where also he 
has been given a glimpse of real war 
fare and some of its hardships, and if 
possible let him choose the colonel's 
wedding anniversary for the day of his 
visit, for then there will be, out in the 
veritable wilderness, champagne in hon 
or of the occasion and perhaps a live- 
ly piano to offset the shrieking of the 
eheils as they tear overhead. 


This opportunity to make a study in 
contrasts was afforded an Associated 
Press oorrespondent on a recent tour of 
northern France. 


The morning had been devoted to in- 
Bpecting the remarkable trenches that 
form a veritable underground city, with 
"hoTJses" that 
have "all the 
comforts 
of home." Overhead the German shells 
shrieked continuously, and their devas- 
tating effect could be seen in part by 
circumspect glimpses over the top of 
the trenches. 


The way led by the Bavarian colonel 
was through the 
winding, 
twisting, 
seemingly interminable "Laufgraben" or 
connecting trenches, and led out sud- 
denly into a little wooded clump, less 
than a thousand yards trom the French 
trenches and not twice that from their 
batteries. 
Just behind the trees was 
e German battery that one could hear 
but not see. 


With a twinkle in his eye, the Ba- 
varian colonel turned sharply to the 
right, down a neat and well built pair 
of steps and along a path flanked by 
flowers. 
The path led into a spacious 
room, the ceiling of which was about 
on a level with the groimd, perhaps a 
little lower. 


At the entrance stood a mahogany 
piano. 
Comfortable chairs stood about. 
On one wall was a book case, and on 
another a big map with the German 
lines indicated by little flags. 
In the 
center was a long table, with spotless 
linen and gleaming white china. A vase 
of flowers added the final touch. 


Smiling, the colonel took his place at 
the head of the festive board, invited 
the correspondent to a seat at his side, 
and waved to his accompanying officers 
to take their seats. He admitted, a lit- 
tle diffidently, that it was hi.s wedding 
anniversary and that he felt like cele- 
brating. 


His officers were in the midst of con- 
gratulations 
when—Bang!—went 
one 
of the guns in the battery just to the 
rear, and the shell 
could 
be 
plainly 
heard as it tore over the roof of the 
little dwelling, so incongruous in the 
midst of all the evidences of active war- 
fare. 


For reply one of the musically talent- 
ed officers jumped up and ran to the 
piano and struck up the wedding march. 
Its strains boomed out in the little 
room, and were drowned for a second 
as another —Boom!—sounded from the 
battery. 


No luncheon in a big city could have 
been 
more 
tastefully 
arranged^—nor 
could have tasted one-half as good. From 
some mysterious recess a servant^sum- 
moned by an improvised electric bell-^ 
drew forth red and white wine, and then 
champagne. 
The colonel apologized for 
thp shortage of glasses, only one apieee, 
and that champagne had to be drunk 
from a claret glass 
rinsed 
out 
with 
spring water after serving its first pur- 
pose. 


To the tune of booming cannon and 
shrieking shells the health of the col- 
onel and that of his wife were drunk 
in ice-rold champagne that tasted fully 
100 per cent, better than it would have 
tapted if served from a silver cooler. 
The colonel responded 
with 
graceful 
words 
regarding the American press. 
The lunchean was over, to the regret 
of everyone. 


A hoarded-up entrance to what ap- 
peared to be a closet or chest caught 
the eye of the correspondent. 


"That," explained the colonel, "is the 
entrance to another room, a deeper one. 
We have to go down there when the 
French begin using their heavy 
guns 
against us. 
This room is only proof 
against the lighter shells."

"The needs of the people of a great 
city are numerous and varied. 
And ii 
is only a step from the saving of life, 
by preventive methods on the streets, 
to the saving of life by 
preventive 
methods in the home. By that I mean 
care and nutrition for the young. 
I 
am in favor and will work for the es- 
tablishment of a free milk station to 
be maintained by the city. 


"Hand in hand with the 
preventivi 
method in the home comes the need o( 
preventive work and constrtictive work 
in the courts. 
I should like to see the 
juvenile department in the police court 
thoroughly equipped so thAt children 
without homes may be properly looked 
after and directed. 


"I am going to study the problems of 
this city as carefully and conscientious- 
ly as I know how. I am going to try 
and work justly, and to be moderate." 


Mrs. Lindsey is a woman with ideas, 
tho biggest asset in the world's mar- 
ket. 
And she is willing to use them 
to further the betterment of the other 
fellow.

.Sfter a rest he tried again but almost 
the first effort resulted in another serious 
vv-rench of the back that laifl him out for 
almost an entire J'ear. 


Then, working slowly and cautiously he 
got near to condition to pitch. He worked 
in two exhibition games, then strained 
the back again. 


That time—two years ago—it seemed 
Impossible that he ever would recover.

For a good many years you probably 
have wondered why a batsman always 
steps out of his box and carefully re- 
mains out of it while base runners "return 
to their bases after a foul ball has been 
batted. 
If the batsman forgets to do 30 
he is almost sure to be ordered by the 
manager or coacher to get out of the box 
in such cases. 
This applies, of course, 
to fouls that are not caught. 


You wondered if it were a superstition, a 
habit, or a tradition, for there is no class 
of people—not 
even actors—more 
sus- 
ceptible to superstition or traditi«n than 
professional ball players. Inquiry failed 
to uncover any particular jinx that would 
result if the batsman di'l not get out of 
his position and await the return of a 
base runner to thS bag from which He 
started. 
Nor wa» it due to a mere habit, 
because the players and managers seemed 
imbued with the belief that it was 
a 
necessity. 
Finally it has developed tïiat 
ignorance of the playing rules is usually 
responsible for this practice. 


Ninety-nine out of every hundred play- 
ers will tell you, if you ask them, that 
if a batsman stands in his box after 
hitting a foul ball the pitcher can deliver 
the ball as soon as he gets it agaih. But 
If the batsman gets out of his box that 
stops play until the runner gets back. 
They will tell you that if the batsman 
remains in his position and the pitcher 
delivers the ball after the runner 
re- 
touches his base after a foul the runner 
will have to go back anyway before he 
can advance on a hase hit. Now none of 
these thinss is true. 


It doesn't make 
a bit of difference 
whether or not the batsman gets out of 
liis box after a foul: it doesn't make a 
bit of difference 
whether 
the' pitcher 
waits for the runner to go back before 
delivering the ball, and if the batsman 
should whale a pitched 
ball 
over the 
fence while a base runner was on the 
way back to his base after a foul hit it

New York, June 17.—What does the 
federal court decision in the steel cor- 
poration case mean and what should be 
done in the way of further law making? 


George W. Perkins, who was one of 
the founders of the hig steel concern and 
who. on the side, out of abundance of 
his energy, financed and helped organ- 
ize the bull moose party, wa« asked by 
your correspondent to answer the above 
questions. 
He has done so in the fol- 
lowing exclusively signed statement: 


MORAL AND IMMOHAL TRUSTS. 


By George W. Perkins. 


(Copyright, 1015, by the Newspaper En- 
terprise association.) 


The steel decision of yesterday will 
unquestionably quicken the business ac- 
tivities of thus country. 
It is the first 
ray of light that has pierced the dark- 
ness into which the Taft administration 
plunged the country because of its in- 
terpretation of the Sherman law. 


Messrs. Taft and Wickersham brought 
numerous dissolution suits under 
the 
Sherman law, claiming that dissolution 
would be a solution of the trust prob- 
lem. They insisted on a literal, techni- 
cal interpretation of the law, and evi- 
dently believing that moral conduct and 
public service in connection Avith busi- 
ness covmted for naught and against a 
technical interpretation of the law. 


President Roosevelt has takan exactly 
the opposition view. He had declared his 
belief that there were good trusts and 
bfid trusts. 
He brought suits against 
trust.s where there were actual complain- 
ants from among the people, and refiused 
to bring suits where there were no ac- 
tual complainants from among the peo- 
ple. 
Taft reversed this order of things 
and chaos followed. 
Decision Only Applies to One Trust. 
Now the circuit court has declared that 
moral conduct and public service are the 
interpretation of the SJierman law as 
construed in the light of reason. 
This 
gives the business men of the country 
for the first time, an interpretation of 


the Sherman law that enables them to j self powerless to do the things that are 
keep abreast of twentieth century eco- 
necessary and proper. 
However 
com- 
nomists. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that this interpretation is simply 
as regards one. company, the moral con-

duct of which has been so satisfactory 
to the coimtry that in the suit the gov- 
ernment brought there was absolutely 
no complainant. 
The suit was brought 
by the Taft administration without a 
single 
complainant 
to 
back 
up 
the 
charges made by the government. 
This 
makes the decision in the steel case 
very unusual. 


I personally believe that it is high 
time that the Sherman law was either 
repealed, rewritten or buttressed, not by 
such makeshirts bs the Clayton muddle 
bill or thf impotent trade commission 
act, or by interpretations 
of 
various 
courts, each one of which is based on 
some particular company or corporation, 
but a clearlv defined piece of construc- 
tive legislation that will place the regu- 
lation and control of great interstate and 
international indtistrial concerns, 
and 
their right to exist, in the hands of our 
federal government. 


The federal trade commission law is 
a very poor law with a very good name. 
The idea of establishing a federal trade 
commission is excellent, but under the 
present law the commission will find it- 


mendable may be the intentions of the 
gentlemen on the commission, between 
the Sherman law and the Clayton bill 
they will find themselves "twict the dev- 
il and the deep sea." 


For years I have believed, and today 
believe more firmly titan ever, that the 
following should be our program with 
regard to the trusts: 


Perkins' Program for the Trusts. 
First—The establishment by the fed- 
eral government of a competent busi- 
ness court, board or commission, with 
power to create interstate and interna- 
tional industrial corporations. 


Second 
Requiring that any group of 
men de.'^iring to organize a business con- 
cern, intending to do business in our 
various states and in foreign cotmtries, 
go to this court in Washington and ob- 
tain a charter. 


Third--Requiring 
that 
before 
the 
granting of any such charter the busi- 
ness court or commission should be con- 
vinced that the proposed business under- 
taking was to be conducted in the pub- 
lic interest and that It was not to re- 
strain trade or acquire private monopoly. 


Fourth—Reqtiiring full publicity as to 
the operations of the company, for the 
information of the business court that, 
as the company proceeded with its busi- 
ness, the court might be sure that it 
was not improperly restraining trade or | 
a^-quiring monopoly; and for the pro- 
tection of the public, whose money and 
labor were to be employed and whose 
consumers were to be served. 


Fifth-—Requiring 
that 
capitalization 
be honest and legitimate and represent' 
a proper value for everj- dollar issued 
in securities. 


Sixth—Requiring that violation of tlw 
law or the rules and regulations of the 
court he pimishable with imprisonment 
of individuals, exactly as is the 
case 
with national banks, whose officers, when 
guilty of wrongdoing, are punished with- 
out disturbing the activities of the bank. 


There should be no more thought of 
dissolving a large properly conducted in- 
terstate and international business 
in 
which many thousands of people are in- 
terested as stockholders, employes and 
customers than of dissolving a great na- 
tional bank because an ofliicer has done 
something wrong. 
Such a step should 
be the very last one resorted to. 
Bad 
practices should be reached and eradi- 
cated either by indicting individuals or 
by injunction.

MOVES FROM POLICE 


FoncE l y M M i U i r 


Sebastian Has Done What 
Was Believed Impossi- 
ble to Accomplish. 


Los 
Angeles, June 17.—From 
Tam- 
many hall to the Barbary coast poli- 
ticians have always said that it could 
not be done. 


Yet right here in Los Angeles, where 
the progressives Avon their first victory 
and where woman's stitTrage is an ac- 
complished fact, it ha.s been done. 


A policeman has been elected mayor. 
Charles Edward Sebastian, who fif- 
teen years ago put on a patrolman's 
uniform for the first time, will on July 


take office as the city's chief executive. 
Hie election occurred June first, after 
one of the bitterest battles in political 
history. 
During the fight he was in- 
dicted by a grand jury, mad« the tar- 
get of an attack upon his character, had 
the combined forces of money and booce 
against him, and stiU "eune clean" with 
a suhetantiar majority. 
Mi* rivals, "the 
^moneyed cI«m/' went down i« defeat 


in spit« of an eleventh-hour $30,000 
slush fimd that waa turned loose to de- 
feat the police chief. It was a victory 
of the common people. 


How was it done? 
Mayor-Elect S\ebaatian is from Mis- 
souri. He was born in Farming, a small 
city in the "shoAv-me" state, some forty- 
two years ago. and came to California 
when he- was nine months old. 


In 1900 he was swinging a club on a 
Los Angeles police 
beat. 
In 
eleven 
years more the mayor-elect had become 
chief. 
He had been given the acid test 
in charge of the Chinatown squad; for 
three years he fought the tongs and opi- 
um and gambling rings and when he 
was promoted there was no more tongs, 
and the gambling and opium rings, so 
far as Chinatown was concerned were 
dead. 


While chief, Sebastian wiped otit the 
red light district. 
The liquor interests 
v.-ere on his baek, hut he fought on. 
The gambling interests 
saw 
danger 
ahead and knowing wliat had happened 
to Chinatown rallied for a 
fight. 
Se- 
bastian went after them and dealt one 
smashing 
blow 
after 
another. 
The 
bunco men and all kinds 
of grafters 
vtere crtished. 


Last year the Los Angeles police de- 
partment was declared a model of ef- 
ficiency and Los Angeles gained 
the 
nickname of 
the 
"'Chemically 
Pure" 
city: Sebastian was the master chemist. 


Amongst Sebastian's innovations were 
"the sunrise court," where men arrest- 
ed during the night for drunkenness who 
had "sobered up" by sunrise were taken 
before a judge and tried. 
If they were 
first offenders thev were released with 


a reprimand and given a cup of coflToe. 
This prevented the humiliation of 
a 
public trial in daylight and saved many 
a man from irreparable disgrace. 
For 
habitual drunkards Sebastian establish- 
ed a municipal farm where these unfor- 
tunates could work in the fields until 
cured. Several hundreds have been sav- 
ed through this institution. 
He also 
organized the city mothers' bureau and 
established a series of mimicipal danceg 
where girls who are not protected from 
the lures of the bright lights can get 
wholesome enjoyment amid proper sur- 
roundings. 


WTnen Sebastian decided to run for 
mayor the underworld got busy at once. 


In the midst of his campaign the chief 
was indicted by the grand jury on a 
charge of contributing to 
the 
delin- 
quency of Edith Serkin, seventeen, but 
was acquitted shortly before his elec- 
tion. 
The trial was one of the most 
sensational that has ever occurred. The 
Serkin girl stated that the police chief 
had met her frequently in a rooming 
house and that his relations with her 
had been immoral. 


'T hope that God may strike me dead 
if I have ever laid my hands on Miss; 
Serkin or taken any personal liberti«^ 
with her." was Sebastian's answer to 
the charge. 


His acquittal and election 
a« the 
city's chief were a vindication of this 
charge.

Fort Wayne and Chicago barge canal, Washington writers say it is 
pretty well understood that the condition o£ the treasury department 
will not permit the expenditure of the money necessary to build the 
jwaterway in the immediate future. Because of this fact that projec 
.will hot be pushed during the first session of the new congress. It is 
expected, however, that within a few years conditions will be sucl 
that work on the canal may be begun in earnest. 


To have gained an admission from former doubters that th 


tanal is not only a possibility but a probability is an achievement 01 
which the Fort Wayne men who have been leading the battle for tin 
canal undauntedly for some years deserve to be congratulated. 
Th> 


army board's report is not yet completed, and it may be some month 
before it reaches headquarters, but the trend of things is distinctlj 
favorable. Doubtless much of this may be attributed to the an- 
nouncement some time ago by the engineers that in the matter of 
physical construction the big barge waterway was practically possi- 


ble. 
The new light that has broken on those formerly indifferent

Luncheon at German Front 
in France Provides Plenty 


of Thrills. 


Northern France. May 
17.—Corre- 


spondence of the Associated •press.—To 
the seeker after sensations is commend- 
ed a. luncheon at the German front, in 
uu "1 "nterstand" or protected under- 
ground rave house occupied by some of- 
ficer in the immediate neighborhood of 
a battery of heavy artillery. 


Let him preferabry come directly to 


the cave from the front trenches at a 
time when the firing has been heavy, 
and where he has been able to sec rows 
upon rows of dead between the German 
and French lines; and where also he 
has been given a, glimpse of real war- 
fare nnd some of its hardships, and if 
possible let him choose the colonel's 
wedding anniversary for the day of his 
visit, for then there will he, out in the 
veritable wilderness, champagne in hon- 
or of the occasion and perhaps B. live- 
ly piano to offset the shrieking of the 
shells as they tear overhead. 


This opportunity to mako a. study in 


contrasts was afforded, an Associated 
Press correspondent on a recent tour of 
northern France. 


The morning had been devoted to in- 


specting the remarkable trenches that 
form a veritable underground city, with 
"houses" that hnve "alt the comforts 
of home." Overhead the German shells 
shrieked continuously, nnd their devas- 
tating effect could be seen in part by 
circumspect glimpses over the top of 
the trenches. 


The way led by the Bavarian colonel 


was through the 
winding, 
twisting, 


seemingly interminable "Laufgraben" or 
connecting trenches, and led out sud- 
denly into a little wooded clump, less 
than a thousand yards trom the French 
trenches and not twice that from their 
Latteries. Just behind the trees was 
a German battery that one could hear 
but not see. 


With a twinkle in his eye, the Ba- 


varian colonel turned sharply to the 
right, down a neat and well built pair 
of steps and along a path flanked by 
flowers. 
The path led into a spacious 


loom, the ceiling of which was about 
on a level with the ground, perhaps a 
little lower. 


At the entrance stood a mahogany 


piano. Comfortable chairs stood about. 
On one wall was a book case, and on 
another a big map with the German 
lines indicated by little flags. In the 
center was a long table, with spotless 
linen and gleaming white china. A vase 
of flowers added the final touch. 


Smiling, the colonel took his place at 


the head of the festive board, invited 
the correspondent to a seat at his side, 
and waved to his accompanying officers 
to take their seats. He admitted, a lit- 
tle diffidently, that it was his wedding 
anniversary and that he felt like cele- 
brating. 


His officers were in the midst of con- 


gratulations 
when—Bang!—went one 


of the guns in the battery just to the 
• fear, and the shell could be . plainly 
heard as it tore over the roof of the 
little dwelling, so incongruous in the 
midst of all the evidences of active war- 
fare. 
. 
' 


For reply one of the musically talent- 


ed officers jumped up and ran to the 
piano and struck up the wedding march. 
Its strains boomed out in the little 
room, and were drowned for a. second 
as another —Boom!—sounded from the 
battery. 


Xo luncheon in a big city could have 


been 
more 
tastefully 
arranged—nor 


could have tasted one-half as good. From 
Eome mysterious recess a servant—sum- 
moned by an improvised electric bell— 
drew forth red and white wine, and then 
champagne. 
The colonel apologized for 


the shortage of glasses, only one apiece, 
and that champagne had to be drunk 
from a claret glass rinsed out with 
spring water after serving its first pur- 
pose. 


To the tune of booming cannon and 


shrieking shells the health of the col- 
onel and that of his wife were drunfc 
in ice-cold champagne that tasted fully 
100 per cent, better than it would have 
tasted if served from a silver cooler. 
The colonel responded 
with 
graceful 


words 
regarding the American press. 


The luncheon was over, to the regret 
of everyone. 


A boarded-up entrance to what ap- 


peared to be a closet or chest caught 
the eye of the correspondent. 


"That," explained the colonel, "is the 


entrance to another room, a deeper one. 
We have to go down there when the 
French begin using their heavy 
guns 


against us. 
This room is only proof 


against the lighter shells."
